SUPREME COURT TO RULE ON 
CONSTITUTIONALITY OF NRA 


To Hear Appeal From Lumber Decision Which 
Government Has Chosen for Test of All Codes 
—No Gold Clause Decision Before Feb. 4. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21—A di- 
rect ruling on the constitutionality 
of the National Industrial Recov- 
ery Act was promised today by the 
Supreme Court. The court agreed 
to review a decision by United 
States District Judge W. I. Grubb 
of the Northern Alabama Federal 
Court holding invalid both the 
NIRA and the code of fair compe- 
tition for the timber and lumber 
products industry. 

This case—against William E. 
Belcher, Alabama timber producer 
and manufacturer—was selected by 
the Government to test its author- 
ity over labor’s hours and wages 
through the code structure. Some 


600 codes have been negotiated. 

Belcher was indicted for violat- 
ing the lumber code. The Govern- 
ment contended he had permitted 
employes to work more hours per 
week or at less than the minimum 
hourly wage provided in the code. 

Already the Supreme Court has 
held unconstitutional section 9C 
of the NIRA, under which the Gov- 
ernment was regulating oil produc- 
tion. The court ruled that Con- 
gress had delegated too much au- 
thority to the President. 

The Supreme Court recessed to- 
day until Feb. 4 without ruling on 
the constitutionality of gold pay- 
ment suspension legislation. A de- 
cision was generally expected on 
that date.

Public Memorial Tomorrow for the 
200 Killed by Czar’s Troops 
in 1905.

MOSCOW, Jan. 21.—Thousands 
of Bolsheviks stood in lines today 
about the tomb of Nicolai Lenin in 
Red Square, awaiting an opportu- 
nity to veiw the great leader’s face 
on the eleventh anniversary of his 
death. 

(Lenin’s body is in a glass tomb 
and is said to be in a remarkable 
state of preservation.)

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—Oil Ad- 
ministrator Ickes today disapproved 
a recommendation by the Planning 
and Co-ordination Committee that 
marketing operations of the oil in- 
dustry in towns of less than 2500 
population, be excepted from all 
labor provisions of the oil code ex- 
cept those relating to child labor 
and collective bargaining. 

The recommendation was made 
by the Petroleum Labor Policy 
Board and was concurred in by the 
Petroleum Administrative Board.

Selection of a jury to try Felix 
Francis McDonald, State peniten- 
tiary convict, for kidnaping Dr.

Jury selection had been deferred 
from the morning session while 
Verne R. C. Lacy, chief defense 
counsel, filed and argued three mo- 
tions in an unsuccessful attempt to 
block trial. 

Arriving late for the morning ses- 
sion, Lacy presented a motion for 
a change of venue, a second motion 
asking that the jury venire be dis- 
charged and another selected, and 
a third asking a continuance. All 
were overruled, the third just after 
court convened for the afternoon 
session. Judge Nolte then ordered 
30 veniremen into the room for the 
beginning of the process of select- 
ing a jury. 

Before this was begun, however,

SUPREME COURT 
REFUSES REVIEW 
10 10M MOONEY 


Says Man Convicted of San 
Francisco Bombing Has 
Not Exhausted Recourse 
in State Tribunals. 


JUSTICE HUGHES 
GIVES THE OPINION 


Explains That Life-Termer 
in San Quentin May Seek 
Release on Habeas Cor- 


pus Writ. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21—The 
Supreme Court refused today to re- 
view the case of Thomas J. Moo- 
ney, who is serving a life sentence 
in San Quentin (Cal.) Penitentiary 
for complicity in the 1916 prepared- 
ness day parade bombing at San 
Francisco. 

The court held that Mooney had 
not exhausted his rights in Califor- 
nia courts. 

Mooney, who has tried for 18 
years to gain his freedom, asked 
the court to permit him to file 
habeas corpus proceedings, thus 
compelling the State of California 
to defend its action in keeping him 
imprisoned. 

Mooney contended he had been 
sent to prison on perjured evidence. 
Explanation by Court. 

The Court, in an opinion read by 
Chief Justice Hughes, gave its rea- 
sons for refusing to interfere. Or- 
dinarily applications for review are 
passed on without explanation. 

“Reasoning from the premise that 
the petitioner had failed to show a 
denial of due process in the circum- 
stances set forth in his petition, the 
(State) Attorney-General urges that 


the State was not required to af- 
ford any corrective judicial process 


to remedy the alleged wrong,” the 
opinion said: 
“The argument falls with the 


premise. : 

“We are not satisfied, however, 
that the State of California has 
failed to provide such corrective ju- 
dicial process. The prerogative writ 
of habeas corpus is available in that 
State. 


“No decision of the Supreme 
Court of California has _ been 
brought to our attention holding 


that the State Court is without pow- 
er to issue this historic remedial 
process when it appears that one is 
deprived of his liberty without due 
process of law in violation of the 
Constitution of the United States. 

“Upon the State Courts, equally 
with the Ccurts of the Union, rests 
the obligation to guard and enforce 
every right secured by that Consti- 
tution. 

“In view of the dominant re- 
quirement of the fourteenth amend- 
ment, we are not at liberty to as- 
sume that the State has denied to 
its court jurisdiction to redress the 
prohibited wrong upon a proper 
showing and in an appropriate pro- 
ceeding for that purpose.” 

This was the second time the Su- 
preme Court had declined to pass 
on the merits of the case. 


Recalls Legal Steps. 


After considering the legal steps 
taken by Mooney in his effort to 
gain release, the Chief Justice said: 

“We do not find that petitioner 
has applied to the State Court for 
a writ of habeas corpus upon the 
grounds stated in his petition here. 

“That corrective judicial process 
has not been invoked and is not 
shown to be unavailable. . 

“Orderly procedure, governed by 
principles we have repeatedly an- 
nounced, requires that before this 
court is asked to issue a writ of 
habeas corpus, in the case of a per- 
son held under State commitment, 
recourse should be had to whatever 
judicial remedy afforded by _ the 
State may still remain open. . 
Accordingly, leave to file the peti- 
tion is denied, but without preju- 
dice.” 

U. S. Webb, State Attorney-Gen- 
eral, said that under present laws 
the case could not be reopened and 
that Mooney’s only hope of relief 
was through an amendment of the 
laws by the Legislature or a pardon 
by the Governor. 

Four Governors have refused to 
pardon Mooney. The present exec- 
utive, Frank F. Merriam, has had 
the case before him awaiting the 
Supreme Court ruling.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—The 


hearing on the administration’s so- 
cial security program was begun 
today before the House Ways and 
Means Committee. Edwin E. White, 
executive director of the President’s 
committee which drew the security 
plans, was the first witness. 

After summarizing the bill, Witte 
said: “The entire program presents 
a substantial beginning in the de- 
velopment of ‘safeguards against 
the major hazards and vicissitudes 


of life. It is a program following 
no set formula, but one that is 
adapted to our American’ condi- 


tions and traditions. 

“Tt will in time require additions 
and very probably also, changes. It 
is ‘not the last word on the sub- 
ject, but a long stride forward 
toward ‘the security of men, wom- 
en and children,’ which the Presi- 


dent has very properly described As | 


the first objective in the task of re- 
covery.”

“With the sum of $52.50, yes,” said

Goes Over Stock Deals. 

“Let's go to Wall Street,” the 
chief defense counsel said, turning 
his queries to the stock ventures. 

Frank said that the defendant 
first opened an account with Carle- 
ton, Mott & Co. Nov. 1, 1929. Haupt- 
mann deposited $3000—$200. cash 
and a check for $2800—in opening 
his first account, the expert testi- 
fied. The German aiien’s first pur- 
chase totaled $2782, he continued. 
The balance of $228 was repaid by 
check to Hauptmann, who deposit- 
ed it in the Central Savings Bank. 

Reilly slowly went from entry to 
entry. There were smiles when it 
came out that Hauptmann’s first 
market transaction in the “black 
days” of 1929 netted him a profit 
of $3.60. The profit came on the 
sale of a block of Ford Motor Co. 
of Canada. 


After the sale of Hauptmann’s 
Ford stock, the testimony contin- |

Margin Deals in 1930.

Aug. 8, 1932, Hauptmann deliv- 
ered into his account at Steiner-

Wright stock April 29, 1932. 

At the end of August, 1932, the 
witness continued, Hauptmann had 
a balance of $500, after a withdraw- 
al by check of $746.60. 

The German carpenter’s trading 
continued throughout September, 
October, November and December, 
1932.

EAST ST, LOUIS TAX RATE 
$5.54, A RISE OF I! CENTS 


Although 50c State Tax Has Been 
Abolished, Rate Is Only 26c 
Less Than in 1982. 

The 1934 rate for East St. Louis 
taxes, payable this year, is $5.54 on 
the $100 of valuation, an increase 
of 11 cents over the 1933 rate of 
$5.43. The rate does not include a 
State tax, which was removed in 

1983 because of the sales tax. 

The tax includes the following 
levies: County, 49 cents; city, $1.64; 
Levee Board, 49 cents: Park Board, 
49 cents; East St. Louis schools, 
$2.28; pauper tax, 15 cents. The 
school tax was increased 26 cents 
over that of 1933, the Levee Board 
1 cent, and the pauper tax is un- 
changed. The county decreased its 
levy 10 cents, the city 3 cents and 
Park Board 3 cents. 

The 1934 rate is only 26 cents 
less than in 1932, the last year the 
State tax was levied at 50 cents, 
making the East St. Louis total, 
$5.80 for 1932. Twenty-four cents of 
the State reduction has been taken 
up by local taxing bodies,

On Point of Agreement. 

President Wilson, Col. E. M. 
House, Secretary Lansing, Clemen- 
ceau and Balfour tell the story in 
confidential cablegrams and notes 
exchanged between November, 1918, 
just after the armistince, and De- 
cember, 1919. 

The United States, by signing the 
Treaty of Versailles and approving 
Clemenceau’s note to.the Dutch 
Government, had given tacit con- 
sent to the allied plan to extradite 
the Kaiser and charge him with 
major responsibility for the death 
of 10,000,000 men.

Ohio’s ‘Production for Use’ Relief 
Project Employs 1100; January 
Output Estimated at $125,000 


Plan Differs From Sinclair's in That It Is 
Closely Limited and Temporary—Man- 
ager Expects “Paper Profit.”

COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 21. — This 
month finds Ohio’s limited scale 


“production for use” relief project 
getting well under way, with 12 
factories turning out a variety of 
articles for distribution to the 
needy. 

A few of the factories were opened 
late in the summer, but others, aft- 
er weeks of preparation and reha- 
bilitation, have only recently 
reached the production stage, and 
the management looks on the cur- 
rent month’s operations for the 
first dependable indication of re- 
sults. The output for the month is 
expected to surpass $125,000 in re- 
tail value, with about 1100 workers 
employed. 

This project, sponsored by the 
Ohio State Relief Commission of 
which Frank D. Henderson, recent- 
ly displaced, was director, was 
originated by Boyd Fisher, a spe- 
cialist in industrial management, 
who has general supervision over 
it. Fisher said to this correspon- 
dent that in spite of difficulties of 
getting started and having to train 
workers who had been selected on 
the basis of need rather than pro- 
ficiency, the plants had reached a 
satisfactory state of efficiency and 
he expected them this month to 
show a “paper profit.” 

January Production Schedule. 

The January schedule calls for 
the production of 800 dozen women’s 
dresses, 1500 men’s suits, 4000 blan- 
kets, 735 dozen pairs of men’s pants, 
760 dozen pairs of boys’ Knickers 


and “longies,” 2000 dozen pairs of | 


socks and hose, 3200 chairs, 3500 
wood beds, 800 tables, 1540 stoves, 
6360 dozen pieces of chinaware, 
1416 dozen overalls, 1900 dozen 
shirts and about 5000 jackets and 
raincoats for men, women and chil- 
dren. 

In the headquarters here of Ohio 
Relief Production Units, Inc., the 
operating organization, is an ex- 
hibit of the full line of products. 
The chairs and tables are supplied 
unpainted, beds are varnished, the 
chinaware is plain white dishes, 
stoves include th heating and 
cooking models. 9erviceable materi- 
als, of good patterns, are used in 
the articles of clothing. 

The 12 factories are in nine cities 
and towns, widely scattered about 
the State. All were in operation be- 
fore the depression by private 
owners. Now they are leased on a 
month-to-month basis to Relief 
Production Units which has re- 
ceived about $400,000 of Federal 
relief funds with which to rehabili- 
tate them and get operation under 
way. 

“Paper Profit” Looked for. 

It is the expectation of the man- 
agement that the plants hereafter 
will be not only self-sustaining but 
will show a “paper profit” on the 
following basis: The products will 
be sold, at a little more than actual 
cast of production, to county relief 
organizations which will pay for 
them with funds allotted by the 
State Relief Commission. The goods 
then will be distributed, partly in 
lieu of cash doles which otherwise 
would have been necessary in 
greater amount. Thus, there is cre- 
ated the “paper profit,” which goes 
to provide a given measure of re- 
lief at less cost, or to give more 
relief for the same money. 

The employes in the factories are 
taken from local relief rolls and 
are selected on the basis of need. 
They must be physically able to do 
the work, of course. They are paid 
the prevailing rate of wages for the 
same line of work in the commun- 
ity where the plant is situated. The 
relief committee sets up a mini 
mum budgetary requirement for 
the worker’s family, and that de- 
termines the number of hours a 
week the individual employe is al- 
lowed to work. This hour limita- 


—_—_—_——— 


tion, however, is not strictly fol- 
lowed where it would interfere 
with continuity of operation by 
shifts, 

Average Wage $9.37 a Week. 

For the month of December, the 
average number of hours a week 
for employes was 25, with average 
hourly pay of 37% cents and aver- 
age weekly earnings of $9.37. 

In several of the factories the 
managers are the persons who for- 
merely conducted them under pri- 
vate operation. In others, man- 
agers of experience have been em- 
ployed. All the foremen are skilled 
workers. Although the majority of 
employes had not had previous ex- 
perience at the kind of work being 
done, Fisher said, in an interview, 
the production was now 60 per cent 
of the standards established in 
these plants under private manage- 
ment. About two-thirds of the em- 
ployes are women. 

Examples of the prices at which 
products are to be sold to relief 
committees are: Women’s dresses, 
76 cents each; men’s suits, $10; 
beds, $5.50; stoves, $8.11 (average); 
overalls, 80 cents; men’s shirts, 56 
cents; dishes, 92 cents a dozen. 

Differs from Sinclair Plan. 

Fisher said he wished to point 
out that the project is different 
from Upton Sinclair’# “production 
for use” proposal in California. 
There is similarity, of course, in the 
respect that both plans call for the 
use of existing factories which pri- 
vate owners have virtually aban- 
doned. Sinclair proposed wide use 
of the plan in California on a per- 
manent basis, while in Ohio it is in- 
tended that it should be closely lim- 
ited and temporary. 

“We intend that private industry 
shall take back and operate these 
plants just as soon as it is able to 
do so,” Fisher said. “That was not 
contemplated in California.” 

Henderson says that in his opin- 
ion some of the advantages of the 
plan are: It provides useful work 
at wages for many persons who 
otherwise would be on the dole; it 
helps the morale of these workers; 
it maintains the plants in good con- 


|dition and trains workers for later 


employment in private industry; it 
creates new wealth. 
Swamped With Offers. 

Incidentally, Fisher said the re- 
lief organization had been swamped 
with offers of owners who wished 
to lease their plants to it, but it 
had no intention of expanding much 
beyond its present scope. 

Although some business interests 
have strenuously opposed the plan, 
others have accepted it as an inci- 
dent of the depression and have co- 
operated with the relief organiza- 
tion in getting it started. Fisher 
said that in setting up some of the 
plants, the assistance of private in- 
dustries was of great value. An 
executive of the Ohio Manufactur- 
ers’ Association said that although 
the manufacturers did not approve 
of the project as a permanent pol- 
icy, they had not opposed its use 
as an emergency measure. 

Manufacturer Approves. 

“Many mdnufacturers have criti- 
cised the dole,” he said. “Here the 
opportunity to work for wages is 
given to a limited number of needy 
persons and how can the manufac- 
turers object to it?” 

George V. Sheridan, executive di- 
rector of the Ohio Council of Retail 
Merchants, said that although his 
organization did not approve of the 
general principle of state operation 
of industries, he thought that on 
the very limited scale of this proj- 
ect no harm was done to private in- 
dustry. 

Although labor organizations in 
general have co-operated in the 
plan, there have been some labor 
disputes. These have arisen from 
the dissatisfaction of the workers 
with their total weekly earnings. 
These troubles have been adjusted 
amicably and in some caseS em- 
ployes have been allowed to work 
more hours a week. 


LIBERTY LEAGUE ADVISES 
CONGRESS TO GUARD RIGHTS 


Says “Law-Making by Executive 
Order Is Step Toward 
Distatorship.” 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 21.—The 
American Liberty League, in a 
statement issued yesterday, urged 
Congress to “guard zealously its 
prerogatives,” declaring “law-mak- 
ing by executive order is a step 

toward dictatorship.* 

The league asserted that ‘“con- 
tinuance of any unusual executive 
authority should be for a limited 
period,” and urged that no effort 
be made to enact permanent laws 
for the control of industry until 
the emergency has passed. 

‘“TJIndue encroachment upon the 
sovereignty of the states should be 
avoided,” the league said. 

“Self-government of industry 
should be the goal in any plan for 
concerted action in promoting re- 
covery.

21 SPY CONVICTIONS IN ITALY 


Seven Secret Trials Held by Spe- 
cial Court in Six Months.

Government Preparing for 
Fight Against Doctrines 
of Neighbors, Germany, 
Austria and Italy.

BERNE, Jan. 19.—Switzerland is 
preparing for a hard fight against 
the doctrines of three nations 
around her. 

Germany, Austria, and Italy at 
Switzerland’s frontiers have seen 
their political propaganda carried 
over the border and proclaimed the 
panaceas for Switzerland’s depres- 
sion. The fact that 70 per cent of 
the population speaks German has 
helped spread German ideas, 

Increasing ‘unemployment, a se- 
ries of bank collapses, with result- 
ant scandals, a dwindling foreign 
trade, and high prices are expected 
by the leaders of Switzerland’s new 
Fascist parties to increase their fol- 
lowers. 

Exports Off 75 Pct. Since 1929. 

Although 51,000 out of Switzer- 
land’s total population of 4,125,000 
are on the official unemployed lists, 
many experts say that the number 
is three to four times as high. 

Switzerland’s devotion to the gold 
standard is credited with being the 
cause of her price level. Exports, ac- 
cording to official figures, have 
dropped 75 per cent since 1929. 

The constant fight of the Swiss 
Socialist party, itself swelled by de- 
pression-ridden farmers, against the 
Federal Government, leading to 
riots on several occasions, has led 
many to join Fascist movements 
as a means of curbing the Socialist 
party. 

“National Front” Party. 


The largest of these movements 
is the “national front,” with head- 
quarters at Zurich. Powerful in the 
eastern part cof Switzerland where

DR. STOCKING’S RESIGNATION 
TO TAKE EFFECT APRIL 30 


Pastor of Pilgrim Congregational 
Church Accepts Call to Newton 
Center, Mass. 

The Rev. Dr. Jay T. Stocking, 
pastor of Pilgrim Congregational 
Church, has accepted a call to the 
pastorate of First Congregational 
Church of Newton Center, Mass., as 
was indicated last week.

OLIVER LAFARGE 
UN AIDING INDIANS 


Pulitzer Prize Winner Hopeful 
of New Federal Policy 
Toward Red Man, 


Oliver La Farge of Rhode Island, 
archeologist, author and winner of 
the Pulitzer Fiction Prize in 1929 
for his novel “Laughing Boy,” re- 
lated his observations and experi- 
ences with the Navajo Indians to- 
day in addressing the Junior 
League at the league’s clubroom, 
4914 Maryland avenue, 

Concluding his lecture, he said 


the present Indian policy of the 
Federal Government held more 
promise than any in the last 50 
years. The Indian Bureau, he said, 
was reorganizing its policies toward 
this race and contemplated adapta- 
tion of the Indian to American civ- 
ilization. 

When questioned after his talk by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, he said 
the tentative plans were to protect 
the Indian in his ownership of land 
and to provide occupations for him 
that would make him a useful citi- 
zen rather than a helpless depen- 
dent on the Government. Herds 
of sheep have been sent to the res- 
ervations, he said, and many In- 
dians were now excellent shepherds, 
living a clean, healthful outdoor 
life. 

Long a Student of the Indian. 

LaFarge has spend much of the 
10 years since his graduation at 
Harvard in association with the 
Indian. 

After apologizing for his lack of 
comprehension of the real Indian, 
he explained that there is always a 
barrier between any two races. On 
one occasion, he said, this barrier 
was broken with a young member 
of the Navajo tribe, which occu- 
pies a reservation in Navajo, Ariz. 
At this time he gained an insight 
into the characteristics of the race. 

Picturing the Navahos, he said 
they were rustic people, mostly 
shepherds and _ rarely hunters. 
Their life is drawn from the soil 
and is usually very dull. They are 
artistic and possess an unlimited 
patience in laborous tasks. 

In his opinion their intellectual 
capacity is as great as that of white 
persons. After giving numerous 
examples of their intellect, he said 
the Indian had been able to under- 
stand our civilization when given 
an opportunity. He explained that 
they were especially interested in 
American methods of farming and 
fertilization. 

“Not Naturally Warlike.” 

“The Indian,” he maintained, “is 
not naturally warlike. They were 
forced to fight to protect their 
homes and families. They wished 
to avoid the frontier struggles, but 
had no choice. 

“The Indian is a family man and 
the relationship between husband 
and wife is extremely pleasant. The 
average Indian woman has as good 
a position as the white woman.” 

LaFarge sipped a glass of water, 
smiled at his audience, and opened 
the question of polygamy among In- 
dians. League members dropped 
their knitting, extinguished their 
half-finished cigarettes, leaned for- 
ward. 

“Polygamy a Woman’s Game.” 

“Polygamy,” he continued, “is a 
woman’s game. When a wife no- 
tices a restless husband, she picks 
out another wife for him. This is 
always a woman she can trust and 
one who will co-operate with her in 
controlling her man. Thus the hus- 
band is always outnumbered and 
remains obedient.” His auditors ap- 
plauded. 


LaFarge Indians 


thinks most 
have a fine sense of nonsense and 
kidding,” he said. “In addition 
they are excellent singers and have 
a cultviated ear for rhythm. Their 
melodious laugh and enchanting 
playing of the drums is always in- 
vigorating.” 

The Indians, he continued, be- 
lieved any form of excess ridicu- 
lous. In their opinion a real man 
refuses to allow himself to be car- 
ried away by anger or passion. 
Standards of leadership among the 
Indians are unsurpassed, in La- 
Farge’s opinion. 

“We look upon the Indian as the 
red man,” said the lecturer. “The 
Navahos regard themselves as the 
brown race and think the American 
is a pink race. They consider us 
poor fighters and firmly believe we 
would have lost the frontier battles 
if we had not outnumbered them. 

“They have a peculiar sense of 
honesty. It is absolutely unheard 
of to steal from a friend, but rob- 
bing a stranger of another race or. 
an enemy tribe is an honor.” 

Struggle for Existence. 
La Farge considered the only dra- 
matic thing in the life of the Indian 
was the struggle for existence. He 
reviewed the history of the suppres- 


sion of the Indians and told how 
they were forced to move time after 
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time when the white man desired 
their property. 

La Farge, who is president of the 
National Association on Indian Af- 
fairs, will speak tonight at a dinner 
of the Harvard Club at the Univer- 
sity Club. He is accompanied by 
his wife. They are the guests of 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles W. Moore of 
36 Portland place.

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What Diabetes 
Usually Means 
To Its Victim 


Disease No Longer Is the 
Dread Illness of Former 
Days. J 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


OW differently the announce- 
ment that he has diabetes is 
received by a patient today in 
comparison to the prospect which 
the verdict indicated only a few 
years ago! In my own time I have 
seen patients bianch and faint 
away, even threaten suicide, when 
the diagnosis was disclosed. Now- 
adays, the patient knows or soon 
learns that it does not mean any 
curtailment of his activities or 
shortening of life: It means a mod- 
erate amount of self-sacrifice in 
eating, natural to and, under any 
circumstances, beneficial, to those 
after middle life, who constitute 
the majority of patients with the 
disease. 


No attempt of any kind to treat 
the disease was inade until John 
Rollo, an English army surgeon, in 
1791 proposed a “diet to consist of 
animal food principally and to be 
thus regulated: 


BREAKFAST—One and a half 
pints of milk and half a pint of 
lime water, mixed together. 


“NOON — Plain blood puddings 
made of blood and suet only. 


“DINNER—Game or old meats 
which have been long kept, and xs 
far as the stomach may bear, fat 
and rancid old meats, as pork. To 
eat in moderation. 

“SUPPER—The same as break- 
fast.”’ 

Rollo emphasized rancid meat. 
to tell from his writings. Of course, 
we would not subject any patient to 
exactly such a diet today. But his 
method obtained results not pre 
viously equaled at that time, the 
good results coming from the elim- 
ination of starchy foods in the diet. 
and their replacement by nitroge- 
nous food. It should be noted also 
that he insists on moderation in the 
amount for food, a wholesome thing 
for any diabetic. 

From Doctor Rollo’s long account 
of his first case, we find that a 
situation arose with which the most 
modern medical attendant still has 
to deal. The patient, Captain Mere- 
dith, broke rules. He decided to eat 
what he liked. And he got worse. 
Then we read: 

“The patient was strongly remon- 
strated with and told the conse- 
quence of repeated deviations. Fair 
promises were therefore renewed, 
and absolute confinement to the 
house, entire animal food, were 
prescribed and agreed upon.” 

Nowadays things can be made 
much pleasanter for such a patient. 
Captain Meredith broke over princi- 
pally because he liked bread, and 
would eat it. In our time we have 
plenty of kinds of diabetic bread, 
just as palatable as ordinary bread. 
We would change and improve his 
diet in other ways. We would cut 
down on the amount of fat he ate, 
and we would give him some veg- 
etables—vegetables, indeed, that he 
had never heard of; which had not 
been introduced into common use in 
his time, and delicious ones—toma- 
toes, endive, broccoli, watercress, 
grapefruit, spinach, avocadoes, ba- 
nanas, onions, etc.

ontroversial QUESTIONS 


Takes Up Divorce and Birth Control With His Congregation

Divorce? 
Yes, 59. Uncertain, 1. No, 1. 


Birth control? 
Yes, 59. Uncertain, 2. No, 0. 

State enforced pre-marital education, 
physical examinations and filing of inten- 
tions to wed? 

Yes, 57. Uncertain, 2. No, 2. 
HESE questions were brought out into 
T tne open for a decision at the Second 
Baptist Church and the vote of the congre- 
gation there assembled on a Sunday morning 
was, as the figures indicate, overwhelmingly 
in the affirmative on every question. 

It was a bold stroke on the part of the 
youthful pastor of this old and conservative 
church to submit questions so controversial 
—he is 32 years old and has occupied this 
pulpit two and a half years—and the pastor, 
the Reverend George Humphries Tolley, ex- 
presses himself as surprised at the results 
of his questionnaire. 

“Too many Christians have no convictions 
as to what Christianity really means,’ he 
commented afterward. 

It is not, of course, unprecedented for 
churches to take stands in these matters 
although it is only within the past four years 
the question of birth control has been fa- 
vorably considered by several Protestant de- 
nominations and the Baptists are not listed 
among them. 

“Tt is time we came face to face with these 
igsues,” declared Mr. Tolley, in his study 
back of the court yard of the handsome 
church with its Venetian loggias and Cam- 
panile tower at Kingshighway and Wash- 
ington boulevards. 

“At the Northern Baptist convention in 
Rochester last June the committee on 
Christian Social Action was authorized to 
submit questions in nine different fields of 
social welfare to our 8000 congregations for 
study and expressions and this questionnaire 
on home and family problems was the first 
of the several groups to be considered. I 
know there will be many Baptist congrega- 
tions, both urban and rural, who will turn 
in reports directly opposite from ours. Many 
will make no reports at all. I knew my con- 
gregation to be liberal theologically. I had 
not expected them to be so liberal socially. 
I was curious to know where they stood. I 
took a chance and asked them. I had not 
expected the views would be so overwhelm- 
ingly one-sided. I am gratified at the gen- 
eral accord of the result.” 

Possibly it was the carefully considered 
language of the questionnaire which en- 
abled doubting respondents to come con- 
scientiously to their conclusions. The ques- 
tions were stated as follows: 

1. Is it your Christian conviction that the 
State should lend an added sanctity to mar- 
riage by demanding of a prospective bride 
and groom such preparations as the follow- 
ing: 

a. Education of a spiritual, psychological 
and intellectual nature of the meaning, pur- 
pose and history of marriage. 

b. Pre-marital physical examinations. 

c. Creation of a stated interval of time 
between the issuance of a marriage license 
and the performing of the marriage cere- 
mony? 


2. Is it your Christian conviction that it 
is better to recognize the failure of a couple 
to succeed in the marital relationship be- 
cause of fundamental, spiritual, psychologi- 
cal or social incompatibility by granting a 
divorce than to force the continuation of

an impossible agreement by too strict di- 
vorce laws, 


3. Is it your Christian conviction that ade- 
quate scientific information concerning con- 
ception. and contraception must be made 
legally and inexpensively available to all 
married people in order to permit the de- 
velopment of a race of people capable of 
establishing the Kingdom of God. It is as- 
sumed that the primary interest is in the 
motives of birth control rather than the 
methods, 

“How do Christians arrive at these con- 
victions which are opposed in every case 
to certain teachings of the Bible?” his in- 
terviewer asked. 

“Tt is true,” admitted the pastor, “there 
are direct admonitions in the Bible against 
divorce and birth control. It is the task 
of thinking people to wade through all the 
things that surrounded Jesus and get at 
the general teachings of Jesus. In these you 


will always find forgiveness, a second 
chance, public and individual welfare and 
always consideration for women. The coun- 
sel of perfection is always an ideal to be 
worked for, but in the realistic life we often 
have to do things) differently. 

“When we do come face to face with the 
issue of dissemination of information on 
birth control we find privileged people avail- 
ing themselves of this information, whether 
legally or by evasion, and limiting their fam- 
ilies on the basis of choice rather than 
chance. And we find the underprivileged 
denied this information. We have the 
spectacle of upper stocks decreasing and 
astounding figures on the high birth rate 
among families on the charity rolls. That 
does not augur well for the race. 

“I believe thoughtful limitation of families 
is bound to develop a field of interest in 
better children, more study and better un- 
derstanding of child psychology and the re- 
lease of the finest abilities. 

“We state in our questionnaire,” he con- 


tinued, “that we are not concerned with 
methods so much as motives of birth con- 
trol legislation, but undoubtedly there should 
be certain safeguards. Still, too many safe- 
guards cannot be assured by law. You can't 
legislate people into good behavior. We 
learned that lesson from Prohibition. We 
can only present through legislation a ma- 
jority opinion. : 
“You speak of lower stocks and higher, 
better stocks. Do you not see evidence that 
the American family in the upper brackets is 
degenerating?” he was asked. | 
“No, I do not,” he replied. “People who 
look at life superficially may find cause for 
alarm. They read alarming figures on the 
increase of divorce. Divorce scandals played 
up in the newspapers because they are news. 
On stage and screen they see loose behavior 
in the levels of society in which they would 
like to live. The literature of the past 15 
years has been so obsessed with irregular 
behavior that reading it superficial persons 
are led to suppose only psychopathic and 
neurotic people ever get married and live 
normally. These revelations do not repre- 
sent the norm. The normal would not be 
exciting, that is why the abnormal is sin- 
gled° out for attention. It is another ex- 
ample of the exceptional proving the rule of 
the normal.” He cited from an authority 
these figures: “In 1890 out of every 2000 of 
the population there were 18 marriages and 
one divorce, leaving 17 permanently married 
couples. In 1930 (I regret I have no later 
figures at hand) among every 2000 there 
were 21 marriages, 3.5 divorces, leaving 17.5 
permanent marriages. That does not look 
as if divorce were on the increase. The in- 
crease in marriages per 1000 is attributed to 
the fact that there were fewer common-law 
Marriages, more people taking marriage 
seriously and having their marriages regis- 


tered. 
“ 

Prof. Groves, ‘The American home to- 

day is in a state of transition and hav- 
ing a perilous passage.’ This condition ap- 
plies to every other field of life today going 
through the same process. The family is 
struggling to adapt itself to modern condi- 
tions, to evolve a democratic home life. Cer- 
tainly there is a more scientific approach to 
the understanding of children and child cul- 
ture than when parents relied on less re- 
liable precepts. In most instances I believe 
family life is happier and more wholesome 
than ever in the past.” 

Now the young minister turned to the 
question of education and restrictions pre- 
ceding marriage. “Is it possible to fall in 
love intelligently?” was a title noted in a 
list of topics he will discuss in four talks 
with young people Sunday evenings during 
February. “I don’t know the answer to 
that one,’ he acknowledged laughing. “Love 
is pretty nearly blind. A girl you have al- 
ways admired in an evening dress looks dif- 
ferent when you meet over the breakfast 
table with her war paint off. But there are 
certain things we can do. We can assure 
more thought and consideration to marriage 
by making it a little more difficult. A stated 
i-terval between issuance of a marriage 
license and the marriage ceremony would 
help. Without uniform laws in all the states 
this provision would be easily evaded and, 
as I said before, we cannot throw everything 
off on the Federal Government. But we 
can have more education on the meaning 
and purposes of marriage. We cannot have 
too much education on this important sub- 
ject. With more consideration beforehand 
we can at least look to making marriage a 
little more dignified.”

If you 
can learn to use the clippers that 
professionals use, do so. But these 
snip off the skin so easily that you 
dare not press against the cuticle. 
Sharp, small, curved blade scis- 
sors are easier for the_ amateur, 
though they certainly will not clean 
out bits of cuticle from the corners 
of .the nails so easily. And then 
oil. The amateur forgets oil, and 
only the good professionals really 
use enough. The nails should be 
coated with oil before being soaked, 
anc as soon as they are trimmed, 
and also at the enc of the mani- 
cure.

E ADMIT that there are 
many dummies who should 
be slaughtered, but in this in- 
stance we are referring to the 
hand, not the person. In today’s 
hand, East and West got a trifle 
tangled up. East thought West 
should be the declarer at three no 
trumps, whereas West was actually 
a little bashful about accepting the 
responsibility. As a matter of fact, 
the contract cannot be defeated if 
East is declarer, and there is no 
doubt that East should have bid 
three no trumps after West bid 
three clubs. But he shifted the 
burden on to West’s frail shoulders.

The opening lead was the deuce 
of hearts. West ducked in the 
dummy, and South won with the 
queen, immediately returning the 
nine spot. Rule No. 1 was violated: 
Never put your partner in a finess- 
able position. West naturally played 
the ten spot, it being the only heart 
he had left in his hand, and he was 
permitted to hold the trick. The 
queen of diamonds was played 
through. South refused to win the 
trick, thus shattering the age-old 
precedent cf winning an honor with 
an honor. 

At this point, West should have 
abandoned the diamond suit. He 
should have ben content to de- 
velop two diamond tricks and three 
hearts out of the dummy, and hope 
to materialize the other four tricks 
out of his own hand. But he didn’t. 
He continued with a small dia- 
mond, ducking that es well. This 
was right up South’s alley. He won 
the trick with the king of diamonds 
and banged back the ten of clubs. 
North won West’s queen with the 
king and returned a club, which 
West took. Somewhat desperate, 
West led a small spade toward the 
jack-ten in the dummy. South false- 
carded with the king and returned 
his last club. At this point, West 
thought he saw a very fine end- 
play on North, provided that North 
held the queen of spades three 
times, and did something bright 
like underleading it. So he threw 
North in the lead with his last club, 
North exited gracefully with his 
last spade, and West went down 
two tricks. 

West can save a trick, if he lays 
down the ace of spades before end- 
playing North with the club.
